Conftant to the moft Miferable 
Man in the W orld . and behold 
the Retard of thy Fidelity ? A 
Dungeon, is thy B'idwChambei, the 
Earth thy Bed, Ropes and Chains 
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are the Bracelets to adorn the Nup¬ 
tials ; we had no Reafbn to thank 
the Mercy of the Wa ves, fince they 
have preferved us to a Mifery great¬ 
er then themfelves could infiift. 

Thefe Expoftulations drew on 
the day and the firft Obje£t we 
could defcry, was a Black Man ri¬ 
ding to the Shore, with the Great- 
eft Expedition; when he came up 
to us, he declared that their King 
had determined if any Virgin was 
among the Captives, Hie fhould be 
offered a Sacrifice for the Army.

Reinforcement of Soldiers. Cli- 
tophon, with his Friends , among 
whon he receives Chasreasjf'f out 
for Alexandria. 

C HaARMIDES when he was 

informed of the Strength of 
the Enemy, and the Delay of 
the arrival of his Troop! refolved to 
return to the V illage from whence he 
came, and there to expeft their com- 
ing. When Leucippe and I came there, 
we found a more convenient Lodg¬ 
ing provided for us than the Gene¬ 
ral himfelf. When I entered her 
Chamber I embraced her, hoping 
now to be poffefled of the Prize I 
had undergone fo much to obtain. 
How many Calamities have we 
been Involved in, we have been

your Mutual Happinefs. This pro- 
mife of fafety revived my Spirits, 
and recalled to my Memory what 
I Thought upon the Night before. 
I faw the Temple of Venus, and 

when 
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when I would have entred it to pay 
my Devotion, to the Shrine, the 
Doors were clofed againft me, which 
gave me a great deal of Uneaiinefs. 
Immediately appeared to me a Wo¬

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Life’s uneafy, when the dear Leu- 
cippe doth not know me. Did 
Fortune deliver thee from the Hands 
of Thieves to deprive thee of thy 
Senfes? Did file refcue thee from 


fo many Dangers to preferve thee 
to the laft Misfortune of being In- 
fenfible of thy Diftrefs ? 

While I was taken up with thele 
Recriminations, Me-nelaus came to 
me, and affured me, that fuch Dif- 


caics were nui ui cm vvflr 


tinuance, but fuch as tender Years 
were commonly expofed to, that 
the redundance of Blood evaporates 
into the Brain, and produces thefe 
Diftempers which were eafily di(E- 
pated by the Application ofMedicine. 

Menelaus y upon this, defired 
CharmUes to fend the Phyfician of 
his Army to her. He was glad of 
this Opportunity to exprefs his rea- 
dinefs to ferve Leucippe. When 
the Phyfician came, he Laid, it was 
neceffary that (he fhould fleep, and 
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gave us an Ointment for her Tem¬ 
ples, and told us, he would apply 
fome other Phvfic, when the Oint¬ 
ment had had its Operation. 

Whilft Leticiffe lay in this op- 
preffion of Fortune, Chamides re¬ 
ceived Letters from the Governor of 

, with Inftru&ions to prepare 
his Forces with all Expedition to at¬ 
tack the Shepherds. Accordingly, 
on the Morrow, they were all 

drawn up in order of Battle withiir 
fight of the Enemy. 

When the Shepherds law this, 
they found they could not delay 
their Ruin, by force of Arms, had 
therefore recourfe to this Strata¬ 
gem. All their Old Men they 
cloathed in the Habit of miferable 
Petitioners, and placed them to 

march before the belt of their 
Troops, who followed them in 
Arms. When they had thus difpo- 
fed themfelves, they addreffed Char- 
mides , that, for the fake of their 

Age, 
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Age, he would take companion 
upon the City, that upon this Con¬ 
dition, he fhould receive an hun¬ 
dred Talents, and as many Hofta- 
ges for their Fidelity as he pleafed 
to fend to the Governor of Aigyft.

When I 
came home, I called for my Slave, 
and when I had extorted a Confetti - 
on of his Villany with rods, I call: 
him into Prifon. 

By this Choreas (for that was 
the Name of this Gentleman ) re¬ 
turned with Gorgias 's Servant. He 
told me he did not at all defpair of 
a Cure, if I could prevail upon La- 
cippe to receive the Medicine. I 
then defired him to fend for the In¬ 
gredients, and to mix .them in my 
Prefence, for fear of Treachery. He 
told me, that he would himfelf take 
the fame Quantity which he gave 
her, to convince me that he had ho 
ill Defign.

This Experiment encouraged me 
to conceive great Hopes of the Re¬ 
covery of Leucipfe. I agreed with 
the Servant for the Reward of the 
Cure.

With that I ftarted from my feat, 
and when I came to Her, asked Her 
how fhe did.

Feat- of Robbers, and thought we 
might once more fet out for Alex¬ 
andria without Danger. Chereas 
for his Service, I admitted into my 
Friendfhip, and defired his Com¬ 
pany in the Voyage, which he ve¬ 
ry willingly offered ; fb we hired a 
Vefleland firuck Sail that Day. 

The Noife of the Mariners, the 
Singing of the PafTengers, the Plea- 
fantnefs of the River, and Smooth- 
nefs of the Stream, confpir’d to 
make our Voyage Delightful. But 
nothing gave me more Diverfion 
than the Sight of a Crocodile. It’s 
Shape refembles both a Fifli and 
four footed Beaft ; his Body is long 
and narrow, his Skin rough with 
Scales, his Bread white, his Legs 
crooked like thofe. of a Tortoife, 
his Tail is fet with a row of Teeth,

W HEN we arrived at aAlex¬ 
andria , the Structure and 

Beauty of the City con¬ 
vinced, to my Eyes, what' I had 
long before heard of it. Every 
tiling was fo regular and well de¬ 
signed, that it loudly proclaim’d 
the Wifdom of its Founder. We 

lodged in an Houfe which Mend a- 

~ ~ tf 
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m had'provided us. It was exfream- 
ly well appointed with Furniture 
and every thing neceffary for the

fon of it, which Ihe faid would at-* 
tone for the Difappointment of the 
Diverlion Ihe promifed her felf at 
ChereaPs Entertainment. This re¬ 
queft, I could not but comply with, 
in explaining the AHufion in the fol¬ 
lowing manner. 

The Birds you faw (my Deareft) 

were once in Human Shape, and 
reprefent the Sifters Troaie and 
‘Philomela, born in e Athens. . The 
firft of them was transformed into a 

Swallow, 
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Swallow, the other into a Niglitln- 
gal. The Lapwing you faw repre- 
fonts one Tereus , a Thracian , Hus¬ 
band to Troc7ie , wlio could not con¬ 
fine his dilTolute Affe&ion to the 
Embraces of the lovely Trccne, who- 
occafioned an Injury to her felf, by 
her Kindnefs to her Sifter. She.had ; 
not fe'en her for a confiderable 
Time, and defired her Husband: 
to take a Journey to enquire of her 
Health. But he returned, the Man 
who had undone her. He violent¬ 
ly invaded her Honour, and to con¬ 
ceal the Fad from his Wife, ctit 
out her Tongue, that ftie might 
never be able to difclofe it, and 
then departed to thr Embraces of 
his Wife. But his Attempt was in 
vain, for the diftrefted ‘Philomela 
devifed a Means to inform her Sifter 
Trocne of her Reproach, Ihe 
wrought the Hiftory of it in Needle 
Work, and had it conveyed to 

E 4 Trocne, 
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Proem, who foon underftood the 
Difhonour fhe had received. 

Her Thoughts were now Intent 
upon Revenge, and fhe thought up. 
on one more deteftable than the I n- 
jury done to ‘Philomela. She ftifled 
the moft obftinate Suggeftions of 
Nature for the Affe&ion of her own 
Child, fhe murdered him, and dref- 
fed him for part of an Entertain¬ 
ment, to which fhe invited her 
Husband. When he fed upon the 
execrable Difh, f rocne brought in 
the Head, and told him, it belong¬ 
ed to the Limbs he had juft now 
devoured. This enraged him fo 
far, that he purfued the Sifters who 
had prepared the Banquet, but they 
in their flight were transformed in¬ 
to Birds, and he fuffered the fame 
Metamorphofis in his Purfuit.

Charms were fo ravifhing, that it 
would be madnefs in me to flight 
the Offer.

All her Eftate and for¬ 
tune (he refigns to your Difpofal, 
if you’ll confent to her Defires, and 
fure you muft comply with them, 
fince you can’t now expeft that 
Leucippe fhould revive.

When fhe 
faw me, (he ran up to me, and 
preiTed me with a thoufand KilTes 
and Embraces, Freedoms I was in¬ 
finitely delighted with from a Lady 
of the Charms of Melite. Soon af¬ 
ter we were called to Supper. She 
had provided a moft magnificent 
Entertainment, and when I ask’d 
her why (he would not taft of it, 
(he replied, Ah! Clitophon , To be¬ 
hold your lovely Face vanquifhes 
my Appetite, ana pleafes your Me¬ 
lite more than the moft exquifite 
Delicacies in the Univerfe: (he 
would willingly have detained rife 
that Night, tho’ I acquainted her 
with my Refolution, and would 

not part with me till I promifed 

that I would devote my felf to her

Charms in the Prefence and Tem¬ 
ple of the Goddefs Ijis, on the 
Morrow, if (lie would relax her 
Importunity till our Arrival at 
Efhefus. 

*0n the Morrow, when we had' 
performed this Ceremony, fhe gave: 
us a Dinner, and becaufe the Wind 
flood fair, we, that Day, went on 
Board a Velfel bound to Ep befits. 

Menelatts came with me to the 
Sea-fide, and told me, he thought 
it the greateft Misfortune that his 
Occafions required his Attendance 
at g Alexandria, and that affoon as 
they releafed him, he would, if 
poffible, follow us. Clint as refol- 
ved not to part with his Friend, 
and accordingly, came on Board 
\£ith us. 

For the Firft Night, Conveni- 
encies in the Ship could not be pre¬ 
pared, but that was no flay to the 
Defires of the enflamed Melite.. 
She importuned me to confirm the

Vows I had made in the Temple of 
Jfis. We are now ((lie faid) out 
of -the Reach of Levcipfe, what 
need have we to defer our Happi- 
nefs till our arrival at Efkej'us, 
You know the Uncertainty of Life 
at Sea, and that we are in danger- 
of perifhing before we fee Land.. 
I wifh your Flame were equal: 
with mine, noConfiderations would 
allay its Heat. We are now in the 
Native Realms of Venus, where, 
can we fo properly do her Sacrifice 
as here: Here we have the Goddefs 
oAmphitrite, and the whole Choir 
of the Nereids to dance at our 

i 

Nuptials, while the gentle Winds 
fing our Epithalamium. 

I replied, Let us not, my Deareft, 
difturb the Manes of the deceafed, 
we are not yet paft the Place where 

the miferable Leuciffie was flain. 
The Waves which fupport us are 
her fepulchre, and for ought we 
know, her Shade hovers about our 
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Ship. The Turbulence of the Sea 
is improper for the Joys of Love, 
and its Inftability may portend an 
Inconftancy in our Affe&ion. 

Thefe Perfwafions wrought upon - 
the amorous Widow to fufpend her 
Hopes till we came to Land, which 
was three Days after. She brought 
me to her Houfe, which, for Gran¬ 
deur, Elegance of Structure, Mag¬ 
nificence of Furniture and Retinue, 
furpalfed every Thing which the 
City of Ephefus could afford. When 
fhe had given Orders to her Ser-' 
vants for an Entertainment, fhe led 
me to walk in her Garden. I could 
not but admire the beautiful Difpo- 

fition of every Thing in it, and had 
not long entertained my Eyes with 
the ravilhing Obje&s around them, 
before a Damfel in the moft mifera-. 
ble Apparel, prefented her felf be¬ 
fore the Feet of Melite , and defi- 
red fhe would compaflionate the

Slave Melite enquired the Name 
of her Country, fhe replied, My 
Country is Thrace, my own Launa. 
Melite then asked what unkindnefs 
of Fate had fubjefted her to the Ca¬ 
lamities fhe was oppreffed with; 
She anfwered, Of all the Diffi¬ 
culties I have overcome, None 
gave me a more fenfible Affli&ion 
than Luft of your Steward, which 
exercifed its Cruelty upon me, be- 
caufe I would not comply with his 
dishonourable Defires. Melite when 
fhe heard this, ordered her Servants 
to take care that {be wanted no Ne- 
ceffaries, and when fhe had raily- 
ed Soflhenes for his Villany to the 
Virgin, {he difcharged him from 
her Service. Not long after this a 
Servant called us to Supper. We 
had not long fat down before Saty- 
rus gave a Nod to me; I perceived 
he wanted to fpeak with me in Pri¬

u However, fince the Decrees of 
u Fate were unalterable, Ihe defi- 
u red, if my Kindnefs for her were 

u not quite extinguilhed, that I 
“ would (for now fhe knew I 
u could eafily perform her RequelF) 
“ lay down the Moneys which

• This Letter occafioned the ftrong- 
eft Conflift between the moft tor¬ 
menting Palftons, Fear and Hope, 
in my Mind. I could not believe 
what I read, nor what I faw. Did 
Leucippe (faid I to Satyr us ) fend 
this Letter to me: He anfwered, 
file did, Are you fure ’twas given 
you by her own hand. He affir¬ 
med, that it was. I was now in 
as great an Agonie as before. How 
could flie think that her Clitophon 
would be inconftant, that he would 
break his Vows of an Eternal Paffi- 
on for her. • Bring her to me that 
I may convince her that I love her, 
and nonebefide. He replied, Such a 
Proceeding would defeat all Hopes 
of enjoying your Defires, fince 
now fhe’s a Slave to Melite , who 
dies for you ; and would w reak her 

Re. 
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Refentmcnt upon her Captive for 
being her Rival to your Efteem. 
AU intercourfe between you muff 
be by Letters which muft be con¬ 
veyed with the fincereft Secrecy. 

I was fatisfied of Satyrush Pru* 
dence and Fidelity in the 'Affair, 
and ordered him to carry her a- 
Letter. I called Heaven to teftify 
that her Accufations were unjuft, 
that flie would fatisfy her felf that 
the Flame of Clitophon for his Lett- 
cippe burned with as much Luftre 
as ever. That I looked upon it as 
the extremity of the Difpleafure of 
* Fortune, that we could not fee one 
the other without the Ruin of us 
both, and that affoon as ever I 
could wifti the Safety of Leucippe, 
I would give her the ftrongeft Con¬ 
viction of my Innocence and Con- 
ftancy; ’till then, I defired fhe 
would content her felf with being 

all the Thoughts of her Qlitopbon. 


When 
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When I had delivered this Letter 
to Satyrus , I was in the moft diffi¬ 
cult Perplexity, how to preferve my 

Innocence, in refpeft of the Vows 

I had made to Melite ; for I had 
refolved that nothing fhould prevail 
upon me to do the lead wrong to 
Leucippe. I could conceive nothing 
more effectual tomy'Defign, than 
feigning an Indifpcifition. Accor¬ 
dingly, when I came into the Room 
where {he fat at Supper, I poffefr- 
ed my feIf of a Trembling'in eve¬ 
ry Joint, and to defeat the Expecta¬ 
tions of Melite , at once, told her, 
a Numbnefs had fpread it felf 
through every Part of my Body. 
The Lady immediately conduced 
me into lief Chamber, and when 
jfhe had very officioufly taken care 
of my being in a Place of Repofe, 
told me that left the Returns of my 
Illnefs fhould be more violent in the 
Night, {he’d lay her felf by me to 

adminifter fome Medicines Hie had 

pre- 
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prepared to aflwage their Fury. 

This laft Expreffion, I thought, 
prefumed very far upon the Vigour 
of a Perfon in my Condition. How¬ 
ever, I continued my Trembling in 
defpight of all the Charms and ra- 
vifhing Applications of my Bedfet- - 
low. In the height of her Refent- 
ment, for my having defeated her 
importunate Hopes; In comes Ther- 
fander , the fuppofed deceafed Hus¬ 
band of the Widow, into the Cham¬ 
ber, when he faw us in the laoguifh- 
ing Poftures of Enjoyment, he flew 
into the moft extravagant Rage, 
called me an Adulterer, tore me 
from her Arms, ftruck and bruifed 
ine extreamlv \ at lafT ordered me 
to the Cuftody of his Servants. 
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was killed. Ciitophon, inTOefpairy 
confejjes that he murdered her. 
He is fe ate need to “Death, sis 
Execution if deferred by her eAp - 
fear ante in the Temple of Diana. 
Soft rat us, her Father , arrives at 
Ephefus, and procures , by his In - 
- ter eft with the chief Men in the 
City ; that the Oracle may deter - 
mine their Innocence or Guilt. 
They are pronounced Innocent . 
Therfander and Softhenes fly. 
Ciitophon, Leucippe, and C.lini- 
as take Shipping for T yre, where 
. their Nuptials are celebrated.

T HE Kindnefs of Melite pur- 

fued-me in all my Diftrefs. 
Whilft Therfander was a- 
broad, flie prevailed upon the Ser¬ 
vants to be admitted to fee me by 
fome private Rewards. She brought 
a Suit of her own Gtoaths with her, 
and ordered me to put them oh, and 

tdd me Melantho ( for that was, the 

Name 




Name of a Lady who attended her) 
fhould conduCt me from the Con- 
finement I was under to the Place 

r Meliteh Jea- 
her away) re- 

Melantho conveyed me through 
all the Avenues of the Houfe with 
great Security, all the Servants 
were fo far impofed upon by my 
Difguife as to pay me the fame De¬ 
ference with which they refpe&ed 
their Miftrefs. I then received di¬ 
rections from her to go to Leucippe, 
who lived in a Country Seat near 

Ephefus, of Melites. I was now 

in the moft earneft Expectation of 
feeing the delirable Leucippe, and 
taken up with thinking how great 
Pleafure I Ihould take in the Enjoy¬ 
ment of the Converfation of her I 
loved above theUniverfe. But I 
foon perceived that I had not yet fa- 
tisfied the Vengeance; I was in 

fight of the long wilh’d for Manfi- 

F on, 


where Lencippe (f 
loufy had conveyed 
fided. 
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on, when I met -Soflhenes, who had 
taken an Opportunity from Therfan- 
der\ Refentment to Melite, to in¬ 
gratiate himfelf with his Mafter, 
when he had. been reje&ed by the 
Difpleafure of his Miftrefs. They 
were both returning from an En- - 
tertainment in the Country. My 
Difguife would have deceived the 
Eyes of Therfander, had not Soft- 

henes , who was more acquainted 
with my Perfon difcover’d me to his 
Jealous Lord. When I had receiv¬ 
ed a great deal of opprobrious Lan¬ 
guage and other Indignities, I was 
committed to the Pubiick Prilon of 
the City. Thither did the Favour 
of my Widow follow me, which 
fupplied me with Neceflaries, and 
informed me of the Condition of 
the Diflionourable Leucippe. 

Soflhenes to revenge the Difgrace 
he had received frofti Melite , refol- 
ved to diffipate all Hopes of Recon¬ 
ciliation with her enraged Husband. 

He 
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He addreffes himfelf to Therfander , 
and informed him, that he had put- 
chafed a Slave, the moft beautiful 
Creature his Eyes ever beheld; that 
be defigned the Treafure for a wel¬ 
come to the Return of his Matter, 
that flie was fent by Melite to their 
Country Seat, and that if he would 
confent, fhe fhould be confined to 
fome Retirement, where he might 
have an open accefs to the Enjoy¬ 
ment of her Charms. Therfander 
was ravifhed with this News, and 
conjured his Villanous Pander to 

ufe all poffible Means to procure 
her to his Embraces. 

On the Morrow he hired a Cou¬ 
ple of Ruffians to go with him in¬ 
to the Country to affift the Executi¬ 
on of his Defign. When they came, 
they entred the Room where ffie 
was, and violently carried her to a 
Country Houfe of Therfander' 1 s, re¬ 
mote from die Sufpicion or Dittur- 
bance of-any Neighbours. When 

Ft ihe 
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fhe arrived there, Soflhqttes told 
her that what he had done was for 
the Advantage of Leucippe ; that 
he had provided her a Gallant fur- 
nilhed with all the Recommendati¬ 
ons of Beauty, Wealth and Riches;

Whereas, would (he comply with 
his Propofal, fhe would be exempt¬ 
ed from the Power of Deftiny, fince 
Grandeur, Wealth and Pleafure, 
did now confpire to make her Hap¬ 
py. Leucippe replied, that his dis¬ 
honourable Applications Served only 
to invigorate ner Refolution, ana 
that the Prefence of fuch a Villain 
as he, was more Affli&ing and Pun¬ 
gent 
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gent than her being a Sacrifice to 
the Rage of Pirates. 

Upon this, Softhenes returns to 
Therfander , and inform’d him that 
he did not doubt but the ill Rate of 
her Condition would mollify her to 
a Confent; tho’ at prefent, fhe 
feemed very much indifpofed to en¬ 
tertain any Add relies, this with 
the Defcription he had heard of her 
Perlon, infpired a Confidence into 
the hopes of Therfander , who im¬ 
mediately takes Softhenes to / con- 
dud him to her. When they came 
near, they were furprized to hear a 
Voice, when they knew there was 
but a Angle Perfon; but when they 
advanced farther, they perceived 
Leucippe lamenting in the follow¬ 
ing Manner. 

My Misfortunes, will never have 
an End! Ah, Clitophon , thou know- 
eft: not where Leucippe is, nor does 
fhe know where Fortune has difpo- 
fed thee. The height of our Mife- 

F ? ry 
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ry is, that we are infenfible of each 

other’s Calamities. Therfander has 
certainly apprehended thee in his 
Houfe, and expofed thee to fome 
publick Difgrace. I would have 
enquired of Soflhenes , but had I 
asked him for my Husband, I 
fhould have incenfed Therfander 
againft thee. If for a Stranger, how 
could I enquire of one I had no re¬ 
lation to. Oh l Clitopbon, the on¬ 
ly Friend to Leuczppe, her faithful 
Confort in all Calamities! Whom 
Beauty it felf could not allure! 
Whom the Thoughts of Lettcippe 
reftrained from enjoying the mofl 
ravifhing Charms; fhould Therfan¬ 
der come to me, fhould I difclofe 
my felf, fhould I tell him that I am 
a Freeborn Woman, Daughter to 
the General of the Army of the By 
zantzans, that I am not of Thefl'aly, 
that my Name is not Lac an a; 
fhould I inform him of this, he 
would give me no Credit, or if he 
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did, my Clitophorh Importunity 
for my Freedom would be his Ruin: 

I mud put on my Difguife and be 
dill the Slave, the miferable La- 
c&na. 

Thefe Expreffions gave a fenfible 
Allay to the Courage o flberfander; 
However, he compofed his Air as ■ 
well as lie could, and entered the 
Room where Leucippe was, with¬ 
out difcovering that he had receiv’d - 
the Sentence of Difappointment. 

When Jfhe faw who approached 
her, fhe fixed her Eyes upon the 
Ground, which received a large 
Stream of Tears which they didd¬ 
led. Therfander was difmayed at 
the coldnefs of his Reception; and at 
firft feem’d inclin’d to compaflionate 
her Did refs. He addrefled her with 
the mod: winning Sollicitations and 
Promifes of whatever Riches could 
fupply, or Ambition defire. He af- 
fured her that his Defigns confided 
with Honour, and that the power of 

F 4 her 
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her Charms would expel and van- 
quifh every thing which tended to 
deface her Reputation. He prote- 
fted, that for her he would for ever 
difcard Melite , and legitimate his 
Happinefs in Launa , in giving her 
Freedom, and making her his 
Spoufe. She with a Sigh replied ; 
Sir, if my Charms were any, or if 
they had any fuch Effeft, they 
would have fecured me from the In- 
fult and violence of that Villain who 
has now the Impudence to appear 
before me. I expeft no other U fage 
from you, and the only way to rid 
me of the Apprehenfion of the Dan¬ 
ger of it, is, for the two moft odious 
Men in the Wold to retire from my 

Sight. 

Therfander when he found his 
Hopes defeated, lays hold of her 
Hair, draws her from her Seat, 
and treated her Charms with the 
higheft Indignities. At laft, Soft- 
hem defired him not to defile his 

Hands 
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Hands with a proftitute Slave, but 
to commit her to the Scourge of 
the Common Executioner of the 

City. I beg, Sir, faid Leucifpe y 
take his Advice, fear me with Irons,. 
Run me through with Swords,. 
. know-that all the Tortures you can 
invent,, fhall not prevail over my 
Honour, which I am refolv’d to de¬ 
fend in defpight of their Rigour. 
And when your Rage hasdifcharged 
it felf upon a weak defenfelefs Wo¬ 
man, my Chaftity fhall Triumph 
over your too feeble Affaults. 

When he perceived all the means 
he could ufe ineffe&ual, to reduce 
Lucippe to his Pleafure, he employ¬ 
ed his Thoughts to inform him how 
he fhould prevent my glorying in 
my Conqueft over him in both his 
Intrigues. And to damp my Joy 
for the ill Succcefs of his Defigns 
upon Leucippe , he hired a Rafcal 
to the Confinement of a Prifon, that 
he might have an Opportunity to 

dif- 
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difc.lofe to me the melancholy 
News of her being murdered by the 
Content and Treachery of Meliter 
This he look’d upon as a fecure way 
to make me for ever forget the one, 
and hate the other of my Mi- 
ftrefles. 

The Keeper of the Prifon (I fup- 
pote) had received fome of Ther- 
fander's Gold, which inftrufted him 
to prepare his New Tenant a Lodg¬ 
ing next to mine. I often heard the 
perfidious Villain making the great- 
eft Lamentation ; and at Jaft, ask¬ 
ed him through a Grate which was 
between our Chambers, what was 
the Reafon of his misfortune. He 
anfwered, very Mournfully, I know 
nothing I have done to deferve it, 
but fome of my Enemies have cau- 
fed me to be fufpe&ed of the Mur¬ 
der of one Leuciffe , a Slave to Me- 
lite, a Lady of the greateft Quality 
of any fn the City. 


Thefe 
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Thefe unfortunate Tidings refcu- 
ed me from difcovering to him that 
I was known to the Perfons he 
mentioned, for I was not able to 
fpeak. I thought that her Fate was 
defirable, fince I could now be ap- 
prehenfive- of no further Miferies 
which could befal her; and left her 
Ghoft Ihould fear any Diftrefs which 
fhould happen to me, Irefolved to 
follow it by revenging her Death 
upon the Barbarous Author of it. 

On the Morrow, I was brought 
before the chief Judge of the City ; 

Therfander's Advocates took a great 
deal of Pains to prove my Familia¬ 
rity with Melite , and when they 
were filent, and I Was commanded 
toanfwer for my felf, I confefled 
that my Intrigue with Melite was 
real; and further, that Ihe and I 
had contrived the Death of her 
Slave Leucippe, whom Ihe thought 
to have more intereft in my Affeai- 
on than her felf. This Confeflion 

alarm’d 
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alarm’d the whole Court, who im¬ 
mediately pronounced Sentence of 
Death upon me, and refolved before 
it was executed, that I fhould be 
examined upon the Wrack whether 
what I faid in relation to Melite 

were true. Immediately I was - 
mounted upon an Engine r And 
when all the People were in ex¬ 
pectation of feeing my Torture, a 
Prieft of ‘Diana caufed it to be de¬ 
ferred, by informing that a Virgin 
who was a Foreigner had juft be¬ 
fore entred the Temple. Such an 
Accident as this is always effeftuai 
among the Ephefians to fufpend Ex¬ 
ecution or Punifhment till the Sa¬ 
crifices are ended. 

Softratm, as I told you before, 
was Father to Leucippe, and Gene¬ 
ral of the Byzantians , who had 
under his ConduCt, by the Affi- 
ftance of Diana, the tutelar God- 
defs of Ephefus, vanquished their 

Enemies. In Gratitude to the De¬ 
ity, 
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ity, he came thither to Sacrifice to 
her in the moft celebrated Temple, 
facred to her Name; when he faw 
me releafed from the Engine, he 
treated me with moft infolent Lan¬ 
guage, and had inflamed the Popu¬ 
lace to deftroy me, had not my 
Friend Clinrn who was formerly 
known to him, reft rained his Fury 
till we faw the Perfon who had late¬ 
ly put her felf under the Protection 
of the Goddefs. W hen we came to 
the Temple, and enquired after her, 
<we faw with the greateft Pleafure 
and Amazement to us all, that it 
was the Divine Lmippe. She ran 

into the Embraces of her Father, 
and begged of him to ufe all pofli- 
ble Means to extricate us from the 
Difficulties we were under, and to 
procure my Liberty. A Prieft, 
who was with us, gave' his Word 
for my Appearance till Fortune 
fhould reveal the Myftery which 
perplexed us; the Kindneis of this 

Gentle- 

ft 
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Gentleman prevailed that my Irons 

fhould be ftruck off. 

Softratus made all poflible Appli¬ 
cations to difiHgage us from the fuit 
which Therfander had promoted to 
die leading Men of the City. They 
informed him there was but one 
way, but that full of Danger. Af¬ 
ter a folemn Sacrifice, the Oracle of 
T)iana pronounces the Innocence 
or Guilt, of. Perfons fufpe&ed. 
When he brought this News to us, 
we were, extremely joyful, and tho* 
his Natural Affeftion to his Child 
fuggefted fome Uneafinefs to him 
for fear of Sentence againft her, yet' 
when fhe declared how willing (he 
was to fubmit to the Determination 
of the Goddefs, he could not refufe 
his Confent that fhe fhould. He 
then asked if I dared to refign myfelf 
in RefpeQ of Melite, I allured him 
I fhould think it the greateft Hap- 
pinefs I could receive to do it. He 

then prepared a Sacrifice, and defi- 

red 
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red the Judges and Priefts to attend 
the Decree of the Goddefs. When 
the Ceremony of the Sacrifice was 
ended, Leucippe, Melite , and my 
felf, were placed in white Robes 
before the Shrine. The Prieft then 
implored her Sentence upon the 
Perfons before it, Her Oracle de¬ 
clared us Innocent. Thus were we 
acquitted. Melite retired with the 
Acclamations of the People to her 
Houfe, when file came there, Ihe 
was informed that her Husband 
Therfander , and Steward Softhenes , 
had conveyed themfelves away for 
fear of Difgrace, and the Rage of 
the People. 

Softratm when he had given a 
Magnificent Entertainment to the 
Magiftrates of the City, took Ship¬ 
ping for 'Byzantium, and on the 
Morrow, he, myfelfy Leucippe and 
C Uni as , went on Board. Whilft 
we were upon the Sea, he enter¬ 
tained us with the Fortunate Ilfue 

of 
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of Califthenesh Rape of my Sifter 
Caligo, which happened before that 
I and Leucippe departed from Tyre , 
and ended in a Joyful Marriage. 
When we arrived at Byzantium, he 
detained us three Days to refrefh 
our felves, and then we fet off to 
Tyre, where we ended our Misfor¬ 
tunes to the Satisfaction of our 
Friends, in the Celebration of the 
Nuptials of Clitophott and Leucippe.
